were extraordinary Caies, not applicable tousnow: I mutt 
tell you, Conver /icns wrought by ordinary Means now, are 
extraordinary Things, have eatsncndigary Lttects tlic 
Light into which we are brought, is, and ought to be, as 
marvellous in our Eyes now, as ’twas in theirs heretofore ; 
they who find n othing of this, neither in cr after Converfion, 
would do well to make a ftricter_ In iquiry into their State , 
fometimes we bring down Grace as low as we can for the 
Sake of weak ones, but we muft not make nothing of 1f, to 
pleate fome who would reit ina /lent ea/y Con verfion, and 
think to go to Heaven by the charitable Opinio n others have e 
of them: That fo great a Change as Ceaver ficn is, Thou!

A very remarkable Account of Crying out is to be met witia 
rn the Life of Mr. SamuEL PoMFRET, an eminent Mini- 
iter in the City of London, who deceafed there in 1722. wrote 
by the Rev. Mr. Thomas Reynolds, which is as follows : : 

‘The Lord did not fuffer this his faithful Servant to labour 
‘ in vain, or {pend his Strength for nought. He had a wide 
© Door of Service opened untohim. His Audience at Home 
was always numerous. Whenhe preach’d aéread, whether 
in City or Cow mtr it it was known, Adultitudes would frock 
to hear him: And th ey are few whole Miniftry was attended 
* with more remarfable Succefs than his was. ‘Jam affur’d it 
wou’d be endlefs to enumerate all the Particulars. How- 
ever I fhall conclude this fhort Account of his Life, with 
© relating fome dnflances of the great Succefs, which God 
< gave to his unwearied Labours. In Converfion (York he 
< feemed to be honoured above moft ; and the Words (N. B.) 
& 
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of Mr. Baxter were verified concerning him, who, difcour- 

fing with a Friend about his Zeal and Courage and Pains, 
* delivered it as his Opinion, ** That God would own him 
“¢ and {uch as He was more than others who excelled them in 
“© Reputation as judicious Preachers.” 

© He had a marvellous Way of ftriking the Con/ciences of 
€ Sinners. Few could attend his Minittry without <i 
Convidtions and Awagenings. Mutltitudes of young People wei 
greatly affected by him. ‘The Rev. Mr. ‘fo/eph Kentifh, 
my old Friend and Acquaintance, who preached for fome 
time in London with great Acceptance, and was afterwards 
Pattor a t Br iol to as great a Congregation, as any inEnyg- 
land, told me many Years ago when a young Man, 1] ‘hat 
he auhed the firft lmpreffions of his Seriouinefs ander his 
© Minittry, and that he knew of many others who had done the 
© like. He would fet before Sinners the Terrors of the Lorn 
© in fuch a Manner as if Hell- Fire were fafring in their Faces, 
© and has prefled “Things fo home upon the Conference that 
© fome have not been able te contain themfelves, but lave cried 
© gui in the midft of the Congregatien, 7, even whiltt he hath been 
S preaching, 1 aim the Man, Gust; ‘! Guilty! What hall I 
« do to be faved! Lor the Lord's s Sake pray for me! Vhey 
© have been convinced before all, have taken publick Shame to 
© themiclves, and in the atter Courfe of their Lives have given 
Proofs of a found Converfion. OF thefe | am atlured there 
© are now fome Inflances bvinz 
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Of Out-cries in Spiritual Joys. 221 


And with Refpeéct to Out-eries from the overbearing Influ- 
ence of Divine ‘Joys ; we fhall give the following remarkable 
Inflances from the Rev. Mi. THoMmAs Wuire, Lecturer at 
St. Bride’s, London: Of whom Dr. Calamy writes, ‘ That 
« He wasageneral Scholar ; Mr.Chillingworth’s Amantenfis ; 

of great Humility and Sincerity ; an excellent, practical, 
* ufeful Preacher; much efteem’d, and protected at the 
* Chappel at Ludgate by Bp. Sheldon, and often very kindly 
* treated by him.’ ‘They are in his very valuable Treatife of 
the Power of Gedline/s, Printed at London in 1658: And the 
firft Inflance is as follows —p. 388. 

* A precious holy Man told me of a Woman that was fix 
Years in Defertion ; and by God’s Providence hearing Mr. 
Rollock preach, fhe of a fudden fell down,overwhelmed with 
< ‘Foy, crying out, O, he is come, whom my Scul loveth and 
* fo was carried home for dead ; and for divers Days after 
fhe was filled with exceeding ‘Joys, and had fuch pious and 
fingularly ravifhing Expreilions, fo fluently coming from 
her, that many came to hear the rare Manifeftations of God’s 
Grace in her 5 and ainongft the reft that wentto hear, there 
was one that could write Short-Hand,who yet a great while 
ftood fo amazed at herExpreilions,that he could not write ; 
at lait, recovering him/{clt,he wrote a wholeSheet of Paper ; 
which this Minitter read, ‘ond told me, that of all the Ex- 
preffions that ever he read in the Book of Martyrs, or elie- 
where, he never read any fo high, as the loweft of them. 
To this we may add gether Inflance of exceeding “Foy in the 
kiotyGuosT, as repreicsted by the fame Au uthor, Page 272, 
in the following Terms: 
‘ That precious Saint Mrs. Drate, of whofe Life & Death 
there is a little Book worth the perufing, out of whichI 
fhall only give you an Account af her Carriage, and the 
wonderful Raptures that God gave her a little before her 
Death. She was a Woman of great Temptations and De- 
fertions for the {pate of tex Years, notwith{tanding the 
Kndeavours and Labours of thofe four eminent Servants of 
God, Bifhop Ufer, Dr. Preffon, Mr. Hacker, * and Mr. 
Ded : but at laft growing fickly, and being free from her 
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* i.e. Thefamous Mr. Thomas Hooker afterwards of Hart- 
ford in New- England; who when he firit left the Uni- 
erfity fojourn’d at her Houte. Defer- 
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Defertions, fhe became inceflant in her Difeourfes of Hea- 
ven, and of the Things of God Night and Day; { that 
fhe took little Reft, but fpent her ‘Time and Strength in 
Duties and Conference. She knew her End approached 
near, tho’ others look’d upon her Diftemper rather as an 
indifpofition of Body, than a Fit of Sicknefs ; but the be- 
ing confident fhe fhould die, thereupon went to herFather’s 
Houle, where fhe always defired to end her Days : and Mr. 
Ded coming to her, fpending much Time in Prayer, Confe- 
rence, and expounding the Scripture ; fhe carried her ielf 
with fuch unfatiable Defires of more, and fuch inflamed 
Difcourfes of the Things of God, that they were all fill’d 
with Admiration. T he Lord’s Day before her Death, the 
call’d all her Children together ; and with many Admoni- 
tions and zealous Inftructions, and heavenly Difcourfes,the 
fpent much Time that Day with them. ‘Tne Tue/day fol- 
lowing Mr. Dod came, and fpent fome Time in heavenly 
Difcourfes, and then went to Prayer ; and fuddenly as 
Prayer was done, fhe broke forth in a wonderful Manner, 
in thefe Expreffions : ¢«* Oh, Oh, Oh, what’s this, what’s 
this, what’s this ? Lam undone,undone, uncene, I cannot 
endure it ; O,O,O, let me be gone, let me be gone, O, 
I mutt be gone, 1 cannot hear I cannot tarry ; O what 
fhall I do ? what fhall Ido ? what fhall I do ? O Father, 
O Mother, O Hufband, kis me, kifs me, and let me be 
gone ; come all, farewell all, iet me take you by the Hand, 
and be gone : I.o, lo, the Angels are come, they wait and 
ftay forme ; O dear Mother ! why hold you me? I mutt 
be gone, O, he is come, he is come, he is come: Now, 
you have it, you have it, you have it, why hold you me? 
wv t me be gone, my W ork isdone: O call, call, call, 
where is my C Own 5 ; fetch me my Crown, bring, bring, 
bring me my whiteRobes,quickly, quickly, quick lv, why 
run you not ? theAn gels {tay snow you have it,you have it, 
you have it, meaning that now we had the Iflue g & Fruits of 
all ourPrayers 0, ito vercomes,overcomes.overcomes me 3 
undone, undone ‘endou >, What dhall I do ? what fhall I do ? 
what thal] I do ? O- you will not let me be gone.” 
With ianumerable fuch fwitt bypreflions as could not be 
remembred, cag n that thort Time of half a quarter of an 
Hour, fpeaking more than one can treatibly fpeak in an 
Hour, with an excraordinary Swuitmets (no ordinaryAdtion 
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222 
of this Life) when with all fhe heaved up ftill all the Time 
with fixed Eyes, towards the Houfe ‘Top, as tho’ fhe had 
feen fome Vifton, and would have flown away from them 
all. During which ‘Time (as we cannot blame them) the 
Pofture of all the Spectators was (except her Hufband, who 
went weeping, and wringing his Hands up and down the 
Chamber) Silence, Wonder and Admiration ; they in all 
theirLife-time having never feenor heard of the like ; which 
put Mr. Ded, her Hufband, and all of them to a nonplus 
(as being beyond allE xperience) but if theReader will have 
Patience, this 'good Creature fhall her felf expound this 
rare Riddle, yea, and Comment upon tt. 

* This Fit of fudden, extream, ravifhing, unfupportable 
Joy, (beyond the Strength of Mortality to retain, or be 
long capable of) being over, and fhe Said again, who for- 
merly had ftriven to have got away from them all: all being 
¢ in an amazed aftonifhed Silence, fhe herfelf began thus ; 
‘¢ Why are you filent ?) Where is Mr. Dod ?” ‘who being 
‘near her, fat by her Bed-fide, unto whom fhe thus 
© direéted her Speech; ‘* Sir, what did you think of me 
“6 lately i in this ftrange Pofture 1 have beenin? Did not you 
<* imagine me to have been mad all the Time?” Mr. Ded 
‘ replied, no, but that it was very ftrange unto them all, 
« having never heard or feen the like : «So (faid fhe) furely it 
‘* was very ftrange, but will you know how it furprized me - 
*¢ As this Morning, ere you came to Prayer, I being alone, 
«* prayed to God, “that he would not abfent himfelf for ever ; ; 

but that once before my Death, he would reveal Chrift 
unto me, give me fome Senfe and Feeling of his Love, and 
open the brazen Gates of this hard Heart of mine, that 
the King of Glory may enter in: After which, as you 
had prayed, this fudden eut-crying Fit of unfupportable ‘Foy, 
and Feeling, furprized me with fuch V iolence, rufhing in 
upon me, as1 could not contain my felt, but make this 
fuddenOut-cry among you all : but 1 muft ciniuliile unto you 
| know not, neither do | remember what I faid, 
** | befeech you to make this Ule 
‘+ in my Cate. 

«s After me never defpair of any, how defperately mifera- 
ble foever their Cafe be, which‘at the worft canuot exceed 
ming, but ufe and apply the Means unto them, and they 
s¢ will prevail at length : - Lwas lixe a Picce of knotty Tim- 
oe bes, 
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ber, who have endured fo many the more Knacks with 
ftrong Wedges, fo much Ado there was to work me: But 
now I thank God, who hath heard my Prayer,and revealed 
Chrift unto me, and now I care not for all thisWorld : the 
Fountain of all my Mifery hath been, that I fought for that 
in the Law, which I fhould have found in the Gofpel, and 
for that in my felf, which was only to be found in Chritt. 
A wrong Way | ecnieh, which hath oecafioned unto mé¢ 
fo much Sorrow, but now all is well ; O pray, pray, pray, 
O give Thanks, for now you have it, you have it, yoa 
have it.”’ This fo folid and ftrange Speech, fo heavenly, 
rational, gave a great deal of Contentment unto all prefent. 
Mr. Ded “according unto her Defire, framing himfelf unto 
a Prayer altogether of Thank{giving, admiring God’s inf: 
nite Work in her, and for. her, befeeching a happy Clofe 
of this great Werk begun: For Matter of Petition now the 
cared not for, lying like a Conqueror with an extraordinar? 
chearful Afpeét, full of rapt Joy, as now fhe had been Pof- 
feffor of all Things, having no Need of any Thing: Now 
that Chrift was hers, all Things being hers alfo: ‘The Re- 
mainder of the Day being fpent in over-joyed Speeches, 
with Exhortation to Thankfgiving, ftill telling us, you have 
it, you have it, you have it; and taking our Hands i in hers, 
and heaving them up and down many’Times together, very 
thankful to us all, as ‘the wilhed us to be thanktul unto God 
for her. 
* The fame Tze/day again, about Four of the Clock in the 
Afternoon, the Chamber bemg full of her Friends, joyful 
to lee he: r fo fraught with Joy, after fo many oriew ful 
a Suddenly fhe fell out again ina ftrange Manner, in 
uch an ihe r rapt Fit of Joy, bevond all E xpreffion, utter- 
ing juft about the fame Things as formerly, in the fame 
Manner as inthe Morning, enduring about the fame Time: 
and fo ceafed, and was quiet again as formerly : fhe there- 
upon called Mr. Dod, wondering at the Strangenefs of the 
bi ing, told him, that her Joy and Senfe thereof was fo
